FOÜND GUILTY ! 


The Jury Finds Harper Guilty of All tbe 
Charges in the Indictment-Affect- 
ing Scenes in Court. 


The Proceedings of Congress—Cancns- 
ingfor Members ef the Com- 
mittee on Election. 


CINCINNATI, O., Dec. 12.—The great- 
est crowd yet gathered in the corridors 
of the United States court room, as- 
sembled this morning long before the 
time for the opening of court. 
It was 
simply impossible for the ladies to get 
in at the public door, and only those 
who had procured entrances could reach 
the court room. 
At 10 o'clock Judge 
Sage appeared, Judge Jackson having 
been called to hold court at Covington. 


Court was opened, and seven minutes 
later the jury filed in. As soon as they 
were seated Judge Sage asked if they 
had agreed upon their verdict, and the 
foreman said they had. 
The judge di- 
rected the clerk to secure it. 
At this 
point Mr. Blackburn called the court's 
attention to the absence of the defend- 
ant. 
"Let him be brought in," said the 
judge. 
In two minutes Marshal Urner 
entered, followed by Mr. Harper and his 
wife and Miss Matthews. 


When they were seated, the clerk took 
the sealed envelope, enclosing the sen- 
tence, tore it open and read the follow- 
ing words: 
''We, the jury, find the de- 
fendant guilty as charged in the indict- 
ment." 
One man way back 
began 
clapping his hands, but was quickly 
stopped. 
This verdict meant guilty on 
all the thirty-three counts left for the 
jury to act upon. 
There was no outcry 
from either of the women. Mrs. Harper 
sat as if transfixed, bat Miss Matthews 
found relief in tears, which she strag- 
gled with all her power to repress. 
Mr. 
Blackburn moved an arrest of judgment, 
which the court instantly overruled. 
Then District Attorney Burnet moved 
for an immediate sentence and that sen- 
tence be comulative. 


Judge Sage, in a somewhat lengthy 
opinion, stated the results his investiga- 
tion on the 
question 
of comulative 
sentences in a case like this and this 
gave some relief to the suddenness of 
the blow upon Mr. Harper's family. 
He 
finally over-ruled the motion and asked 
the defendant what he had to say before 
sentence was pronounced on him. 


Mr. 
Blackburn 
arose 
and 
said 
The 
defendant 
wished 
to 
speak 
through him and to say he had nothing 
to add to what had been said, except to 
thank the court for its fair and impartial 
treatment and to ask that the court be 
as merciful as the circumstances and the 
law wonld permit. 
At 10:25 the court 
directed Harper to stand up. 
It was a 
most distressing scene. 
The strong 
man stood erect with tears coursing 
down his cheeks, but no other sign of 
emotion, save his blanched face. 
Be- 
hind his chair with bowed head, sat his 
wife in an agony that had no better 
manifestation than in the wringing of 
her hands. 
Tears did not come to her 
relief. 
Miss Matthews, who was far 
more demonstrative, still repressed her 
sobs, and in her own distress, reached 
over to try to comfort her sister by a 
touch. 
So they sat, while the court, 
with its impressive solemnity, recited 
the usual form of the sentence, saying 
the evidence left no doubt of the de- 
fendant's guilt, and that the offense 
merited the highest penalty of the law, 
which the court would now impose—ten 
years in the Ohio penitentiary, and that 
the marshal convey him thither at once. 


Still no outcry. 
Mr. 
Harper sat 
down. 
Turning to his wife, their lips 
met, her arms were around his neck, 
and his arms encompased her. 


The silence in the court room was 
awful. The jurors wept and the women 
and men all over the court room were in 
tears. 
The silence was broken by Mr. 
Blackburn making a last request from 
the court that the order for immediate 
imprisonment be suspended. 
Judge 
Sage denied the request and repeated 
the order to conduct nim thither to-day. 
At 10:30 the jury was discharged and 
Marshal Umer conducted the defendant 
to the marshal's office.

"HOSS TALK." 


Seasational Gossip About the Celebrated 
Fort Wayne Trotting Horse, 
"Nettle." 


The turf papers are airing a very sen- 
sational bit of gossip from Fort Wayne. 
Early last season W. H. Bandall, presi- 
dent of the Hamilton, Dak., Nationai 
bank; W. S. Bash, of this city, and one 
or two others, whose names do not ap- 
pear in the proceedings, purchased, at 
Cleveland, the horse "Frank 
Hull," 
with a record of 2:27. 
They employed 
Geo. Hasson, who is now in this city,tto 
drive the trotter, and changed its name 
to "Nettle," according to the mode pre- 
scribed in turf circles. 


Hasson took the horse out into the 
western circuit and won eve^ race he 
entered, for it did not take him long to 
discover 
that 
"Nettle" 
could 
beat 
2:20, or better if pushed to it. 


At Fargo, Dak., jealous horsemen pro- 
tested against "Nettle" going into the 
"30 class" and his owners had to deposit 
the earnings of the season, $638 in all 
that "Nettle" did not have a record be- 
low 2:30. The American association 
took the case up from Hillsboro, Dak., 
and for trotting the horse there under a 
new name and record Messrs. Bandall k 
Bash were fined $100, each lost their 
$638 forfeit placed at Fargo and were 
expelled from the association tracks. Mr, 
Bash urged that as "Nettle" the horse 
did not have a record better than 2:30, 
but his protest, although a just one, did 
not avail and he at once sold his interest 
in the horse to Mr. Bandall for $1,800 
refasing to have anything farther to do 
with the affair. 


Mr. Bandall, the Dakoto banker, sent 
the horse up into Manitoba as a "ring- 
er," but he was soon discovered up there 
and expelled. 
It is not known where he 
will turn up next, but there is not a bet- 
ter piece of horse flesh in the west. 


Mr. Hasson, the jockey, makes a con- 
fession in the Western Sportsman, 
but 
as he was once before expeiled from the 
National Trotting association for giving 
a false record to "Marygift," the airing 
will not do him much good. 
"Hoss" 
men delight in it, however.

Brown in 1851). The death of Mrs. 
Surratt and three male companions, for 
complicity in the conspiracy which re- 
sulted in the assassination of Abraham 
Lincoln, is among the most remarkable 
and historic of the executions upon the 
scaflfold in this country. 


A NOVELTY in surgery is the amputa- 
tion of legs for the cure of heart dis- 
ease. According to a somewhat doubt- 
ful authority, it appears that the blood 
coming from the heart through the 
main artery clogs in the veins of the 
leg, thus choking up the passage. The 
amputation must 
necessarily occur 
above that point, and in every case it 
has been found absolutely necessary, in 
order to prolong the victim's life. As yet 
no remedy for removing the clotted blood 
has been found, and another curious 
thing is that the disease is becoming 
more prevalent. 
It seldom saves the 
victim's life, but merely grants him a 
little respite. 
They may yet be cut- 
ting off a man's head to cure him o# 
chilblains.

LONGSTKEKT, of Gainesville, 
Ga., appears to be in better health 
than at any time for the last ten years. 
Barring the partial paralysis of his 
shoulder, caused by the serioua wound 
he received in the war, he is as hearty 
and vigorous as many men many years 
younger.

LINCOLN A3 A LAWYEB. 


His Repugnance to Overeharging Dissatltf* 


fies His Fellow-L>awyer8 and the Court. 
Among the most prominent of Mr. 
LmcoJLxi's traits was ^ 
tender-hearted- 
ness, which during the war often over- 
rode discipline and caused great em- 
barrassment 
to 
the army officials. 
Justice was his, strongly tempered 
with mercy. Ward H. Lamon, formerly 
Mr. Lincoln's law partner, relates an 
incident in Mr. Lincoln's law practice, 
years before he attained the Presi- 
dency, that well illustrates the inflexible 
conscientioMsness which was the rule 
of Lincoln's whole life: 


Althotigh Mr. Lincoln was my senior 
by eighteen years, in one important 
particular I certainly was, in a marvel- 
ous degree, his acknowledged superior. 
One of the first things I learned, after 
getting fairly under way as a lawyer, 
was to charge well for legal services— 
a branch of the practice that Mr. Lin- 
coln never could learn. Li fact, the 
lawyers of the circuit often complained 
that hia fees were not at all com- 
mensurate with the service rendered. 
He at length left that branch of the 
business wholly to me; and to my 
tender mercy clients were turned over 
to be slaughtered according to my 
popular and more advanced ideas of 
the dignity of our profession. 
This 
soon led to serious and shocking em- 
barrassment. 


Early in our practice a gentleman 
named Scott placed in our hands a case 
of some importance. 
He had a de- 
mented sister who possessed property 
to the amount of $10,000, mostly in 
cash. 
A conservator, as he was called, 
had been appointed to take charge of 
the estate, and we were employed tc 
resist a motion to remove the con- 
servator. 
A designing adventurer had 
become acquainted with the girl, know- 
ing that she had money, and sought to 
marry her—hence the motion. 
Scott, 
the brother and conservator, before we 
entered upon the case, insisted that I 
should fix the amount of the fee. I 
told him that it would be $250, adding, 
however, that he had better -wait; it 
might not give us much trouble, and in 
that event a lesser amount would do. 
He agreed at once to pay $250, as he 
expected a hard contest over the mo- 
tion. 
The case was tried inside oi 
twenty minutes; our success was com- 
plete; Scott was satisfied and cheer- 
fully paid over the money inside the 
bar, Mr. Lincoln looking on. 
Scoti 
then went out and Mr. Lincoln asked . 
"What did you charge that man ?" 
1 
told him $250. 


Said he: 
"Lamon, that is all wrong. 
The service was not worth that sum; 
give him back at least half of i t " 


I protested that the fee was settled 
in advance; that Scott was perfectlj 
satisfied and so expressed himself. 


"That may be," retorted Mr. Lin- 
coln, with a look of distress and of un- 
disguised displeasure; "but I am nol 
satisfied. 
This is positively wrong. 
Go, call him back and return half the 
money at least, or I will not receive 
one cent of it for my share." 


. I did go, and Scott was astonished 
when I handed back half the fea This 
conversation had attracted the atten- 
tion of the lawyers and the Court 
Judge David Davis, then on our circuit 
bench, called Mr. Lincoln to him. The 
Judge never could whisper, but in this 
instance he probably did his Ijcst 
Al 
all events, in attempting to whisper to 
Mr. Lincoln, he trumpeted his rebuke 
in about these words, and in rasping 
tones that could be heard all over the 
court-room: 
"Lincoln, I have been 
watching you and Lamon. 
You are 
impoverishing this bar by your picayune 
charges of fees, and the lawyers have 
reason to complain of you. 
You are 
now almo.st as poor as Lazarus, and ii 
you don't make people pay you more 
for your services you will die as poor 
as Job's turkey!" 


Judgu O. L. Davis, the 
leading 
lawyer in that part of the State, 
promptly ap})lauded this malediction 
from the l)ench; but Mr. Lincoln was 
immovable. 
"That nKniey," said he, 
"comes out of the pocket of a poor de- 
mented girl; and I would rather starve 
than to swindle her in this manner." 


That evening the lawyers got to- 
gether and tried Mr. Lincoln before a 
moot tribunal, called "The Ogmathorial 
Court" 
He was found guilty and 
fined for his awful crime against the 
pockets of his brethren of the bar. 
The fine he paid with great good 
humor, and then kept the crowd ^ 
lawyers in ui^roarious laughter until 
after midnight 
He persisted in his 
revolt, however, declaring that with 
his consent his firm should nevei*, 
during its life, or after its dissolution, 
deserve the re})utation enjoyed by those 
shining 
lights of 
the 
profession 
"Catchem & Cheatem."

the chief and two others to assist me 
with the coat. There was trouble, 
but that coat came right off, although 
the sleeves and collar succumbed in 
the operation- 
The old man went of! 
scratching himself, and smiling all over 
his face.—Illustrated London

Beautifying Homes. 


A writer on the art of beautifying 
homes of the humbler sort shows how 
they may be made handsome for small 
cost. 
The parlor may be stained the 
color of cherry very suitably, provided 
it is a large enough and light enough 
room for such treatment. If it is a 
small room and not well lighted, it 
would look better if stained to resemble 
foreign satinwood or old boxwood. 
Dining rooms look best in oak of a 
warm, luminous golden shade or the 
golden brown of antique oak. Do not 
attempt to stain in color of walnut, but 
rather in cherry of natural finish, or 
i^ahogany. Olive green makes a good 
background for walnut furniture, and 
is harmonious with old oak woodwork. 
If your parlor woodwork is stained 
like mahogany, seagreen or royal blue 
tiles will be handsome, or buff tiles 
with blue decorations. Don't get cherry 
too red. 
A good way to get this color, 
if the wood is pine," is to stain it with 
transported red to a natural cherry 
tone: 
With cherry woodwork you can 
have low-toned yellow walls, terra- 
cotta. dull blue, or olive sreen.

;>ne of the tirst things I learned, alter 
getting fairly uuder way as a lawyer, 
was tu charge well for legal nervicen— 
a branch of the practice that Mr. Lin- 
coln never could learn. In fact, the 
lawyern of the circuit often complained 
that his fees were not at all com- 
measnrato with the service rendered. 
He at length left that branch of tho 
business whullv to me; and to my 
tender mercy clients wrro turned OTer 
to be slaughtered according to mj 
popular and more advanced ideas of 
the dignity of our profession. This 
soon led to serious and shucking em- 
barrassment 


Early in onr practice a gentleman
